PRIMARY "ASSISTANCE" BARRED. 


We.are glad to note that the editor 


of "the esteemed Official Organ ot the 
Mud Island Democracy .has been read- 
ing up tho Uniform Primary law. He 
la a.member ol the election -board in 
the Third Ward, whose election re- 
tarns have frequently been surprising, 
and there was a serious doubt as to 
whether the board would b» well 
enough read in the law to follow It 
closely in some respects, especially 
if the respects were embarrassing to 
the practise la the "Blootly Third." 
But upon one important point at least 
The News dispels all fears. It says: 


One of tho most Important provisions 
of the new lu.w, and on« which !• among: 
the least known, Is that prohibiting 
any elector to receive assistance In 
marking his ballot unless he shall 
first make an affidavit that he cannot 
read the names on the ballot, or that 
by reason of physical disability he Is 
unable to marlc his bnlloU This will 
do away with a lot of voto-buy:',tt£, ns 
tbe election officers In a, precinct usual- 
ly know -who can road and who cannot 
read, ana It will not bo well for ah 
elector to perjure himself when he goes 
to the polls. Buying votes and leavlnfr 
the rest to the man who sold would bo 
losing: eame for th« candidate. A 
man who sells .his voto cannot be 
rusted. 
This provision Is a step In tho direc- 
tion of the Southern educational re- 
quirement or disfranchising moveif, and 
It could, with benoflt, bo made oven 
stronger and extended so as to apply to 
regular elections, A young: man -who In 
unable to voto without assistance Is 
not the kind of person to voto ti.t all. 
There Is no excuse whatever for such 
Ignorance In these days o! cnlltrhrtnient 
and free educational opportunities. 


We cheerfully and heartily concur 


In all our contemporary says on the 
subject of "assistance." In nine cases 
out of ton It is only a cloak for bull- 
dozing and bribery. It should be stern- 
ly stripped from the voter. He should 
be made to stand naked and alone in 
the exercise of hli suffrage. 


The primary law Is not perfect, but 


it has some good points, and this Is
